In the January issue of the FN I saw where you were asking about 
the colors of air cleaners and valve covers. I think I may be 
able to help you. 


When our beloved little Falcons came out with the 60 model the 
engines were the 144 cubic inch. On these the valve cover and air 
filter were a medium royal blue. The engine block was black as 
with the oil breather. The gas lines were silver (not chrome). 
Next came the 1,0 cu, in. engines. Their air filters and valve 
covers were bright red, and the blocks remained the same.

One other thing to 
keep in mind, there were two different air filters used on the 
144's, one was open and the other closed, but they were both the 
same color, I can not help you with any of the later years 
because I am strictly into the very early models. Also everyone 
should know the decals really set the engines off. I bought a 
Super set from Obsolete Ford in Nashville Ga. They have the sets 
for all models and the instructions are included so you can place 
them correctly. Hope this helped.
